WASHINGTON June «.— A Mmi-official 


itatoineut hu JM* been received Jiera 
from the leaden of one of the uioet in- 
fluential element* in Cuba tbowing that 
the war expenditure* are becoming go 
enormous and the sugar and tobacco in- 
dustne* to unprofitable that they believe 
a general uprising will reeult from the 
bard times canoed. 


The portion of the statement concern- 


ing the desperate conditions prevailing is 
at follow*: 


The war expenses of 18ft8-78 were paid 


by Cuba. Spain furnished 212,867 wen, 
bnt not a single dollar. Cnba was loaded 
with nearly 1300,000.000 debt, besides a 
yearly budget of $58,000,000 in those 10 
years. General Lovellar declared in the 
Spanish courts that the war expenses 
had been |700.ft'X),000, or an average of 
$70,000,000 a year; 


Sugar, produced then with slave labor, 


was sold at A 7-8 cents a pound. The 
tobacco industry was iii such a flonrish- 
iug condition that the minister of the 
colonies, Bomerro Robledo, called the 
buildings of their factories "palaces.'* 
Leaf tobacco was sold 100 per cent above 
today's prices. Per contra, sugar sells 
today at 1.86 cents a pouud, or 30 per 
cent below the price of production, and 
is pressed to its last ditch by German 
beet sagar. 


The tobacco industry is mined beyond 


redemption by a tariff war. 
L?af does 


not pay the cost of labor at today's prices. 
The production of Cuba this year will 
be: Sugar. 132,000,000: tobacco, $13,- 
000,000; fruit and sundries, |5.000,000; 
total, $49,000,000; deficit, f45,000,000. 


Expenses: Budget, $26,500,000; extra 


octroi tax, |8,500,000; imports, $35,000,- 
000; municipal budgets, $10.000.000: extra 
war expenses, at least 119,000,000; total, 
1944,000,000. 


A 15,000,000 deficit is the last straw on 


the camel's buck. The bmlget of 1893-04 
was closed with a deficit, and sugar sold 
then at 3.63 cents a pound, while this 
year it sells at 1.86 cents a pound. 


BEING CLOSELY WATCHED. 


S*upiciou» Movement* or Cuban Sympa- 


thizer* In the United State*. 


HAVJ^*., June 6. — The government 


authorities have information of an ex- 
pedition from Dauphin island and other 
places in tbe bayous of the Mississippi 
river which is beincr fitted out with a 
considerable armed force to aid the rebels 
here. 


The United States authorities at Wash- 


ington and the Spanish legation there 
have been notified and are informed of 
ail the movements of the expedition and 
the names of the ships iu use. The au- 
thorities also have their eyes on gome 
suspicions movements about Mobile. 


In reply to direct inquiries the acting 


captain general says there is no truth 
whatever in recent reports that Marti in 
still alive. He says the corpse ot Marti 
has been identified beyond the slightest 
question. 


News concerning Maximo Gomez has 


been received since May 20, the day of 
the fight at Dos Bids, where Mart* was 
killed and Gomez reported wounded. 


The acting captain general says the 


reports that Marti is alive are being cir- 
culated by Cubans for the express pur- 
pose of keeping up the courage of the 
people interested in the expedition now 
rendezvousing nt Dauphin island. 


MARTI MUST BE ALIVE. 


Thfa Cuban Claims to Hftve Inside I«- 


formntion on the Subject. 


NEW YORK, June 6.— The Cuban pa- 


triots in this city positively assert that 
Jose Marti, whom the Spanish officers 
reported M having been killed in a re- 
cent engagement between the regular 
troops and the insurgents is alive and 
will be heard from at the proper time. 


Benjamin Guerra, who is treasurer for 


the revolutionists in this city, in speak- 
ing of the conflicting reports of Marti's 
death, says: 
"I am absolutely sure that Marti lives. 


He is somewhere in the camps of the 
Cuban patriots, and is bemfec well cared 
for. 
I personally received a telegram 


from Panchito Gome* in which he as- 
sured me that he has good evidence that 
Marti is alive. The last letter received 
by Mr. Guerrn from Marti WHS dated 
May 9, and at that dato Marti was 200 
miles from the spot where he is reported 
to have been killed, and front plans as 
given then he has no idea of visiting the 
spot in which he is reported to have wet 
his end."

Andrew Carnegie says fhey can only 


bring happiness in tbe tense that they 
give greater opportunity for m«lH«g 
others happy. This is quite a sensible 
way to view the matter, and it is a pitr 
that oar rich men lose this opportunity 
of using their wealth iu the moetra 
tiouui mid self satisfying way. Power 
that will enable a man to feed the htut- 
gry aud clothe the naked ought to make 
hint happy indeed. John D. Rockefeller. 
the great Standard Oil magnate, who u 
worth a hundred millions or BO. goes on 
to explain that the word wealth in a rel 
ative term and closes by affirming tbat 
it is more likely to bring nnhappioeBS 
than happiness. George M. Pullman, 
tlie great sleeping car Croesus, is quite 
positive that wealth doee not bring hap- 
piness. He intimates about as plainly 
us words can be made to express the 
idea that ho was happier when he was 
poor than he is now. Perhaps this should 
not be wondered at, considering his ex 
pericuce of about a year ago. Russell 
Sage takes considerable space to show 
the vanity of wealth, its vexations and 
perplexities. 
His chief grievances are 


that he is obliged to live constantly in 
the public eye, aud that he is the victim 
of a good many begging and threatening 
letter writers. John W. Mackay thinks 
there is. not much fun in being rich, but 
that a good deal can be got out of the 
toil, privation and hardship one en- 
dures in winning riches. Russell A. 
Algor is somewhat doubtful, but he 
thinks, on the whole, that the poor are 
as happy as the rich- He does not say 
they are happier. Hon. Levi P. Morton, 
ox-vice president and now governor, is 
of the opinion that neither wealth nor 
poverty has much to do with happi- 
ness anyway. Austin Corhin is sure 
that \voalth is a great care and says if 
be only had time lie could enumerate a 
good many reasons why it does not bring 
happiness. He mentions one, and that 
is the annayunce of threatening letters 
fiotn socialists aud cranks. 


Tliis question of happiness and wealth 


has been treated before by men who pos- 
sess many millions, aud the general con- 
clusion "»vas much the same as expressed 
here. Bin, has, it never occurred to those 
unfortunate millionaires that they can 
give away their money and be just as 
happy as poor people? And then it is a 
little singular that they do not think of 
the good they might do bj taking this 
cotu.se. It ifc passing strange likewise, if 
the views of these millionaires are cor 
rect. that the greatest and most amiable 
privilege which the rich enjoy over tlie 
poor is that which they Qxerciso the least 
—tbe power of making them happy. 


Medical Testimony. 


If the latest claims of chemical ex- 


perts are true, there seems reason to be- 
lieve that tlie evidence is untrustworthy 
upon which Carlyle Harris was convict- 
ed in New York for poisoning his wife, 
and, later, that on which Dr. Buchanan 
was convicted of the same crime. 


A New York physician and chemical 


expert lias bf<en experimenting with 
ptomaines for seme time and now claims 
tbat tho color tests used to demonstrate 
the presence of morphine in a body are 
practically valueless. He says that tho 
state should have a chemist's office, and 
in every case of poison the work should 
bo done by these officials, and if poison 
be obtained it should be exhibited to the 
jury, ihu» avoiding contradictory expert 
testimony. 


It will be remembered that Dr. Buch- 


anan alleged that his wife died froui 
apoplexy, which was the disease the at- 
tending physician certified she had. 
Chemical experts for tho prosecution said 
that by color tests they had discovered 
morphine, in the stomach of Mrs. Buch- 
man, and it was their testimony that 
clinched tlio case against tho prisoner.

Shef- 
field laughed at him, aud Woolwich gavt 
him the official cold shoulder, bat Shef- 
field and Woolwich would becripplec 
indeed at the present time were it not 
for "Bessemer steel" Yet, eveu now, 
although foreign potentates have show-

upou him any honor more important 
tliau an ordinary knighthood, and this 
in spit« uf the fact that he hag created 
one of the largest and most important 
industries in the world.

Henry Bessemer, sou of the hue Mr. 


Anthony Bessemer, -vras Lorn in Hert- 
fordshire in the year 1813. His earliei 
years were devoted to art, and we find 
that he was an exhibitor at the Royal 
academy at the age of 20. At this oarh 
ago he had discovered a means by which 
impressions of the designs on coins, 
medals and other reliefs could be repro- 
duced in any numbers on cardboard. 
Some of his work in this line is still ex- 
tant, and when specimens come into tht 
market they bring high prices. 


This led him indirectly . to ft mart 


important invention. He discovered U»at 
the government of the time was robbed 
to the tune of £100,000 per annum by 
unscrupulous persons, who were in the 
habit of removing the embossed dntj 
stamps on legal and other document 
and using1 the same again. Young Bes- 
semer invented the useful little contriv- 
ance by which the stamp is embossed on 
the paper or parchment of the document 
itself, and submitted it to the then chiel 
of the stamp department at Somerset 
House, 


The potentate in question saw the ad- 


vantage of this system at a glance, and 
soon afterward the authorities expressed 
their willingness to make use of it. A 
pretty little story is connected with this 
invention. When bis model was com- 
pleted, Bessemer showed it to the young 
lady to whom he was then engaged. Hei 
first comment upon it showed that she 
was well fitted to become the wife of sin 
inventor. Sho said : 


"Yes, I understand this, but surely, it 


all stamps had a date put upon them, 
they could net ut a future time be used 
again without detection. " 


This proved a very valuable sugges 


tion, for Bosseruer soon hit upon the idea 
of a steel dio with a spafe for a movable 
date, aud iu that form his invention was 
adopted by the authorities. Will it be 
credited that he never received a solitary 
farthing from the government for his 
services or tho use of his invention? 


Such is nevertheless the fact, aud 


when be hiuttxl mildly at legal remedies 
he was told by the solicitor to the stamp 
department that ho was entitled to no 
compensation, inasmuch as he had pre- 
sented his invention to the government 
gratis ! This was at a time, too, when 
he was by no means well off, when in- 
deed he lacked the necessary money to 
set up housekeeping with the clevei 
young lady whoso brilliant suggestion 
bad resulted in a perfect stamping ma- 
chine ! He rece1 v«vl many generous prom- 
ises from various ministers, of course, 
but one government went out of power 
after another, and to tins day he has 
never been compensated in any shape or 
form. 


A man of vast wealth now, Sir Henry 


Bessemer can afford to regard the trou- 
bles of that peritxl of his life with com- 
parative indifference, though he has 
since had more ample reason to chomh 
ft dislike for all British governments 
and politicians. But his disappointment 
iu this iustawa taught him a very salu- 
tary lesson. When he made tho great 
discovery of his life — that by which it 
is possible to convert pig iron into steel 
by a simple and inexpensive process — 
he kept his discovery a secret. To some 
extent it is a secret to this day. The 
importance of the discovery can hardly 
he overestimated. 


Before the Bessemer process came 


into use steel could not be bought under 
£50 a ton, and its price prohibited its 
use in numberless departments of indus- 
try where it is now considered essential. 
At that time, too, only 51,000 tons of 
cast steel were produced in Sheffield iu 
& year. 
In 1892, 83,540 tons of steel 


were manufactured in the world eveiy 
day according to tho Bessemer pnooss, 
tho seLiug price per ton averaging £8 
perhaps. It is chiefly due to Sir Henry 
Bessemer that one is almost as safe on a 
modern ocean steamship as on land, and 
that tho modern structure of steel is 
nearly as imperishable as the Pyramids. 


Such a discovery, it might be sup- 


posed, would be hailed with enthusiasm 
by tliaso interested in tho iron trade of 
Groat Britain. Not a bit of it.

of an Improvement there has been a 
decline, according to reports, of 13 
point*, tbe condition as estimated 
June 1 being but 68 per cent, of an 
average. The condition of the wheat 
May 1 required for improvement 
warm rains and generally favorable 
conditions, but these did not prevail 
during tbe month; on the contrary, 
tbe severe drought continued and 
from tbe 12th to the 27th frosts were 
general over the State and did consid- 
erable damage. Seventeen counties 
report tbe wheat at between 50 per 
cent, and 60 per cent; 35 counties at 
betweed 60 per cent, aud 70 per 
cent.; 32 counties between 70 per 
cent, and 80 per cent, and only 4 
counties above 80 per cent. 


Other crops bave suffered from 


drought and May frosts, young corn 
to such an extent that replanting has 
been general over the State. 


The frosts injured fruits, especial- 


ly peaches and grapes, tbe latter to a 
considerable extent. 


The condition of clover and tim- 


othy is very low, and the grub worm 
is reported to be working on these 
crops In 82 counties of the State, the 
damage done ranging from 1 per cent 
to 20 per cent.

killing. 
As IJemer uttered some remark, hor- 
ror-stricken at the murder, Palmer, who 
was a powerful mulatto, turned on him 
and told him ho would kill him if he 
•aid a word about the mutter. "If you 
don't say anything about the killing I 
will give you part of the money," said 
Palmer, and with a desperate negro be- 
fore bim Berner did what almost any 
other young man placed in like circum- 
stances would have done.
